Lieutendnt-Governoi  Nichol 
Speaks  of  Increased  Invest- 
ment of  British  Capital  in 
Canada 


BRITISH  COLUMBIA  NOW 
'  IN  FINAfiCtERS'  EYES 

Finds  Wealthy  Men  gf  Leisure 
in  Britain  Kindly  Disposed 
to  Dominion,  and  Confidence 
In  Future 


(Special  ta  The  Coloniat.) 

MONTREAL,  May  27.  — 
Prospects  are  bright  for 
increasad  invostment  of 
British  capital  in  the  Dominion, 
according  to  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Nichol,  who"  has  just  re- 
turned from  an  extended  tour  of 
Europe  and  the  Mediterranean. 
Mr.  Nichol  stated  that  Canada, 
as  an  inveattnent  centre,  was 
hi)2^hly  considered  by  many  busi- 
nessmen aiHl  financiers  ^e  had 
met,  and  he  tntimsted  tfimt  he 
bad  received^ information  regard- 
ing several  big  investment*  to  be 
made  in  British  Columbia. 

"There  is  only  one  thln«  that  ap- 
peara  to  bo  acainat  cranada,"  he  aald, 
"and  that  ta  diapruntled  O.T.R.  atoclc- 
holdora  In  Snpland.  Many  of  theoo 
people  elalm  they  have  not  recetred 
'air  treatment,  and.  of  eourae,  thla 
»ort  of  tallc  la  tiound  |o  hurt  Canada. 
The  Oominlon  holds  a  very  hlfh 
place  in  the  resard  of  the  iCn(llah 
people,  but  Encllah  bualneasmcn 
never  allow  acntlment  to  Interfere 
with  buaineoa.

The  aegottathHia  between  Britain'a 

Labor  Government  and  the  Soviet  en- 
voys to  conclude  agreements  made  de- 
sirable by  Britain's  de  jure  roeofoition 
of  the  .'Soviet  Republics    are  dragging 
along  tlicii  weary  way  with  but  little 
hope  of  an  amicable  settkmetit  being 
reached.    In  a  nutshell  the  situation  is 
simply  this.   Where  there  is  no  confi- 
dence there  can  b^  no  credit,  aad  what 
Russia  wants  from  Britain    is  credit. 
British  investors  eatertaia  a  complete 
distrust  of  the  whole  Soviet  syatem. 
They  are  not  foing  to  risk  their  money 
to  help  Rua^a,   especially   since  the 
Soviet  Power  has  repudiated  Kuaaia'a 
loans  contracted  under  the  former  Rus- 
a^a  Goveraaient.  and,  as  well,  has  con- 
fiaeatM  thh  holdings  of  British  nation- 
als in  the  Russian  realm.   The  Soviet 
deleiratcs  have  informed  Britain  that 
there  will  be  no  recognition  of  the  ob- 
ligatibag  of  private  contract;  that  there 
will  ^  no  re-e.«tabiishment  of  private 
property.    The  Soviet  Govcrnmefit  is 
not  in  the  buaiaeaa  of  honoring  debt». 
T4iat  Is  the  basin  on  which  the  confer- 
enr.e  started,  and  no  doubt  that  is  the 
basis  OB  which  it  wM  end. 
^The  Soviet  delegates,  from  the  begin- 
ning, choae  the  wroag«course  for  bring- 
ing about  the  reatoratkm  of  Raaaia's 
credit  in  C.rcat  Britain.      In  dealing 
with  Britain  Ruaaia  is  dealing  with  a 
"nationr  of  ahopheepets"  whp  are  ac- 
cuatomed  to  credit  and  lieaett  trans- 
actions. The  Soviet  authority  wants  a 
loan  from  Britain.    Certain  members 
of  the  ligllgr  Phrty  now  in  office  in 
Britain  osay  be  perfectly   willing  to 
grant  that  h>an  but  the  financial  in- 
terests of  Britain  have  made  it  per- 
fectly clear  d^hat  are  the  only  con- 
ditions en  whkh  a  loan  will  be  granted. 
The  Soviet   delegates   have  rejected 
those  conditions,  and,  under   the  cir- 
cumstances, while  it  seems  that  there 
is  little  apove  to  be  said  on  the  subject 
the  neirotiations  continue.  Whatever 
their  upshot  it  is  highly  probable  that 
the  British  investor  drill  not  he  Induced 
to  lend  money  to  Russia    no  matter 
what  may  be  the  altitude  of  the  British 
Goverameat  of  the  day.  The  da  Jifre 
recognition  of  Russia  for  the  tlvM  W> 
ingnviU  prove  little  bet|^r  thaa  g  gea- 
tura. 


THE  POULTRY  INDUSTRY 

It  is  not  only  in  this  country  hnt 
in  England  as  well  that  the  way  of 
the  poultry  farmer  la  hard.  There 
is  mi>notnny,  uncertainty  and  dis- 
comfort in  that  indgfify  which,  com- 
bined, areata  surprise  that  it  ahould 
be  maintained  cm  iis  present  scale. 
Wa  know  of  the  baadicapa  under 
which  our  poultry  farmers  tabor  on 
Vancouver  Island,  and  we  kaow  that 
they  will  eifdorse  what  appears  \t\  an 
I.nglish  newapaper  about  similar 
handicaps  there,  lor  exactly  what  has 
been  written  of  cunditions  might  be 
applied  with  c^ual  truth  to  many 
poultry  farma  -wMrin  a  redhia  of  ten 
or  fifteen  mile*  of  Victoria  In  Kng 
land,,  ex-officers,  and  nuay  of  them, 
have'obuincd  small  holdlnga  far  thi 
purpose  of  poultry  farming.  They 
have  borrowed. capital  for  the  enter* 
prise.  They  have  failed  to  m$ht  their 
farms  pay,  and  the  debt  and  the  in- 
cumbent hiterest  remain.  Here  is  the 
deacripthM  of  how  these  determined 
and  courageous  people  live: 

Not  for  them  au  l:JO  or  even  7 
o'clack  rising  to  be  greeted  by  .1 
warm  fire  and  a  well-cookcd  break- 
fast; not  for  them  the  union  and  the 
eight-hour  day;  not  for  thedi  the

For  them,  up  at  6:30  and  out,  fro*  . 
snow,  hail  or  rain.  Winter  and  Sum- 
mer, month  in,  month  out.  In  \<y 
hrfakfast.  Cooked,  by  one  of  tifem,  at 
8:J0:  Oft  again,  watering,  ftadinit. 
hauliag  grain  from  the  atatioa,  cMt* 
ing  egge  to  aiarlrH,  prepariag  bMa 


Not^-ithttanding  its  somewhat  un- 
kempt appearance,  lor  which  the  City 
Qouacil  aaaat  accept  the  blame.  Our 
Street  it  not  without  its  distinctiveneas 
and  distinction.  At  this  season  of  the 
year  its  head  ie  crowiied  with  a  diadem 
of  glorious  broom — that  makes  it  dis- 
tinctive. Rover,  the  dog  of  aucient 
Hneage.  fMfkful  gad  true  after  the

the  championship  of  Vancouver  Island, 
although  this  latter  claim  will  doubt- 
less be  disputed  and  may  lead  to  a 
bitter  controversy.

Mr.  Karr  referre'd  to  the  belief  held 
by  a  number  that  if  the  party  poli- 
tics ayatem  were  done  away  with,  the 
millennium  would  be  ushered  In.  He 
apoke  of  the  thirty  years  in  British 
Columbia  before  party  politlca  ware 
latrodaead.  and  said  that  during  that 
time  no  leaa  than  fifteen  govam- 
maata  eama  and  waat.

Ra  tOaehed  on  tha  powers 
which  wera  datagated  to  tBsas  vari- 
ous bodies,  and  in  meatlOalag  the 
Leaiue  of  Nations,  statad  that  while 
It  la  a  quejftlon  whether  or  not  It  will 
survive.  It  Is  "one  of  the  noblest 
taskx  the  h  iman  mind  haa  avar  paid 
.Its  Attention  to." 

Contrasting  the  Canadian  and 
Amerloan  legislative  bodiee.  Mr.  Farr 
dbasrved  that  in  the  former  the  Cab- 
laat  waa  cartlaaally  sanaltlvu  to  the 
Wishoa  of  tha  iaoi)le.  and  IT  It  lost 
tha  sanfldanoe  of  the  people  it  would 
niesssarlly  have  to  resign,  whlla  In 
the  United  tUtas.  if  ths  administra- 
tion at  Washington  lost  ti.e  confi- 
dence of  Congress.  It  would  still  con- 
tinue to  hold  office  until  iOt  four- 
yeyr  (••riii  expired.

ApfMM  AhUlty  Needed 
In  concluding,  Mr.  Karr  aald  that
